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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the. Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  New  York  presents  the  following  report  of  the  Society  for  its  one 
hundred  and  twentieth  year.  This  report,  however,  covers  the  period  of 
fifteen  months  from  October  1,  1917,  to  December  31,  1918,  owing  to  a 
change  in  the  date  of  closing  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  from  September 
30  to  December  31. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  subjoined  Medical  Report  and  the  Report  of 
The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  period 
above  mentioned. 

The  friends  of  the  Society  and  the  public  at  large  are  reminded  that  the 
Hospital  is  not  an  endowed  institution,  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  very 
largely  dependent  upon  the  contributions  of  those  interested  in  its  welfare 
for  the  payment  of  its  current  expenses,  greatly  increased  as  these  expenses 
are  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  all  necessary  supplies  and  labor.  A 
glance  at  the  list  of  donations  will  show  that,  aside  from  the  very  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  John  Pierpont  Morgan  and  the  substantial  gifts  of  three  ctlnr 
friends,  the  public  contributions  towards  the  work  of  the  Society  during 
the  fifteen  months  amounted  to  somewhat  less  than  812,500.  The 
Board  of  Governors  deeply  appreciates  the  generosity  and  interest  of 
those  who  have  contributed,  but  it  feels  that  the  burden  of  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Hospital,  so  important  to  the  women  and  children  of 
New  York,  should  be  more  widely  and  more  fairly  distributed.  The 
Board  earnestly  hopes  that  public-spirited  citizens  of  New  York,  having 
in  mind  the  necessity  and  the  immense  value  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Hospital,  will  be  thereby  induced  to  make  substantial  contributions, 
either  during  their  lives  or  by  their  wills,  towards  an  endowment  fund,  in 
order  that  this  great  work  may  not  continue  practically  dependent  upon 
the  generosity  and  the  life  of  one  loyal  patron. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  may  desire  to  visit  the  Hospital,  in  order 
to  obtain  information  as  to  the  details  of  our  work  or  to  examine  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  Hospital  is  conducted,  will  be  warmly  welcomed,  and  full 
details  will  be  given  upon  application  to  the  Superintendent  at  the 
Hospital  building. 

The  Board  desires  here  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  work  of  The 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  which  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  Hospital  in  many 
ways,  proving  itself  an  auxiliary  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are  due  to  those  kind  friends, 
who,  by  donations  of  money,  clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  books, magazines, etc., 
have  done  so  much  to  help  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  to  cheer  and 
comfort  those  committed  to  its  care. 

The  Board  wishes  also  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and 
efficient  services  of  the  surgeons,  doctors,  nurses  and  general  staff  at  all 
times  and  particularly  during  the  trying  period  of  the  war. 

The  record  of  the  Hospital,  dftring  the  past  fifteen  months,  in  both  its 
Indoor  and  Outdoor  Departments,  has  been  remarkably  good  and  while,

as  noted  in  the  subjoined  Medical  Report,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the 
requisite  number  of  nurses  has  necessitated  a  limit  upon  admissions,  it  is 
hoped  that  some  way  may  be  found  to  meet  this  situation. 

The  Board  of  Governors  records,  with  very  deep  regret,  the  death  on 
June  23,  1918,  of  Dr.  William  M.  Polk,  for  over  twenty-five  years  Consult¬ 
ing  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital.  His  profound  knowledge,  experience  and 
good  judgment,  together  with  his  loyal  interest  in  and  service  to  the 
Hospital,  contributed  largely  towards  raising  the  institution  to  its  present 
position,  and  the  loss  of  this  good  friend  will  be  deeply  felt.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 

The  present  marks  the  completion  of  the  120th  year  of  continuous 
service  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  in  its  special  field  to  the  public  of  New 
York  City  and  a  retrospect  of  this  service  consitutes  an  enviable  record  of 
good  work  which  has  benefitted  not  only  its  immediate  patients  but  the 
many  physicians  and  nurses  who  have  secured  their  practical  training  in 
obstetrics  by  this  means.  The  long  continued  existence  of  a  practical 
and  successful  teaching  institution  has  also  served  to  call  attention  to 
the  needs  of  this  branch  and  in  consequence  has  acted  as  a  stimulus  to  the 
establishment  of  other  maternity  hospitals,  either  as  independent  institu¬ 
tions,  or  additions  to  general  hospitals  and  medical  schools.  The  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  conditions  noted  has  affected  our  hospital  both  directly  and 
indirectly; — directly  by  interposing  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
quota  of  internes  and  pupil  nurses  and  indirectly  by  increasing  the 
number  of  applications  for  hospital  care  because  of  the  modern  tendency 
for  women  to  be  confined  in  hospitals,  particularly  in  their  first  pregnancy. 
The  hospital  was  unfortunately  compelled  to  limit  its  admissions  during 
recent  months  because  of  the  constantly  diminishing  size  of  our  nursing 
staff.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  several  training  schools  which  have 
sent  us  their  pupil  nurses  have  opened  maternity  services  or  have  allied 
themselves  with  such  institutions  opened  in  their  more  immediate  vicinity. 
A  very  serious  condition  confronts  us  in  this  respect  and  demands  careful 
study  for  its  solution.  Whether  a  satisfactory  substitute  for  the  pupil 
nurse,  as  we  now  understand  the  term,  can  be  found  in  the  so-called 
“nurses’  aids”  remains  to  be  seen.  Unless  an  adequate  supply  of  nurses 
can  be  secured,  the  work  of  the  institution  will  be  greatly  hampered. 

Owing  to  the  more  intensive  training  prevalent  in  the  medical  colleges 
during  the  period  of  the  war,  the  number  of  undergraduate  students  was 
considerably  diminished.  The  graduate  students  were  likewise  reduced 
in  number,  but  with  the  demobilization  and  return  home  of  the  many 
doctors  in  army  service,  their  desire  to  brush  up  in  various  subjects  before 
re-entering  active  practice,  will  undoubtedly  bring  an  increased  number 
to  the  hospital  during  the  coming  year.  Moreover  with  the  elimination

for  some  time  to  come  of  the  opportunities  for  postgraduate  study  abroad, 
an  unusual  opportunity  presents  itself  to  American  institutions. 

The  medical  work  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  may  be  summarized  in  the 
statement  that  during  the  15  months  ending  December  31,  1918,7896 
women  were  accepted  as  patients;  4921  in  the  indoor,  and  2975  in  the 
out  door  department.  The  total  number  of  confinements  during  this 
period  was  6719,  or  about  9  per  cent  of  the  total  number  in  Manhattan 
Borough.  1177  general  cases  were  admitted,  including  those  treated  for 
sterility  or  various  complicating  lesions  developing  in  patients  who  had 
been  previously  cared  for  by  this  Hospital.  These  cases  are  largely 
admitted  from  the  gynecological  class,  which  has  been  organized  for  this 
purpose  and  is  open  four  afternoons  of  each  week. 

As  the  Hospital  stands  ready  to  serve  the  outside  practitioner  in  every 
emergency,  a  great  many  serious,  often  moribund,  cases  are  necessarily 
admitted,  which  accounts  in  great  part  for  the  apparently  high  mortality 
rate  in  the  institution.  During  the  past  year  this  has  unfortunately 
been  unavoidably  increased  by  the  prevailing  influenza  epidemic,  which 
will  likewise  be  reflected  in  next  year’s  report.  The  pneumonia  which 
complicated  pregnancy  was  fatal  in  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases, 
particularly  where  labor  had  been  induced,  but  none  of  these  women  were 
denied  admission.  The  ambulances  of  other  hospitals  also  brought  in  a 
considerable  number  of  complicated  labor  cases.  The  prevention  of 
avoidable  complications  in  pregnancy  and  labor  has  been  favored  by  the 
knowledge  of  prophylactic  measures  taught  to  many  of  the  practitioners 
of  the  City  through  their  residence  in  the  hospital  as  students  or  internes. 
The  prenatal  care  given  in  the  antepartum  class,  to  which  women  are 
encouraged  to  come  as  early  in  pregnancy  as  possible  and  required  to 
report  a,t  fortnightly  intervals,  contributes  to  the  improvement  of  preg¬ 
nancy  morbidity.  The  increased  attention  given  to  prenatal  observa¬ 
tions  by  various  visiting  nursing  organizations,  especially  the  Maternity 
Center  Association,  has  resulted  in  bringing  to  the  hospital  cases  that 
would  otherwise  be  neglected  or  left  to  the  midwife. 

Four  members  of  the  attending  staff,  Drs.  Wing,  Smith,  Ratliff  and 
Newsom,  entered  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army  and  several  of 
our  graduate  nurses  likewise  enlisted,  depleting  our  working  forces  to  some 
extent.  The  results  of  the  war  have  also  made  themselves  felt  in  other 
ways,  particularly  in  the  constantly  increasing  costs  of  food,  fuel  and  all 
necessary  hospital  supplies;  all  of  which  contributes  to  the  difficulties  in 
the  management  and  conduct  of  the  institution.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
with  the  advent  of  peace,  a  more  favorable  aspect  may  be  given  in  next 
year’s  report. 

The  Ladies’ Auxiliary  Society  continued  to  give  efficient  aid  and  support 
to  our  institution  and,  in  addition  to  its  usual  activities  directed  to  the 
physical  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  has  engaged  the  services  of 
three  graduate  nurses  who  visit  the  women  in  their  homes  both  before  and 
after  delivery.  This  is  a  most  important  feature  of  modern  maternity 
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service  and  its  practical  organization  and  management  are  deserving  of 
praise  and  encouragement. 

The  Babies  Class  reports  a  constantly  increasing  attendance  and  the 
question  of  providing  larger  quarters  must  be  seriously  considered  if  this 
feature  is  to  be  continued  as  a  part  of  the  Hospital’s  work. 

The  Pathological  Department  serves  as  a  most  efficient  adjunct  to  the 
clinical  work  of  the  Hospital  and  continues  the  accumulation  of  valuable 
material  for  further  research  and  study. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  suspended  for  the  present,  as 
the  increased  demands  on  the  time  and  energy  of  the  members  of  the  at¬ 
tending  staff  during  the  war  served  as  a  temporary  stop  to  the  com¬ 
position  of  scientific  papers.  It  is  hoped  that  this  publication  can  be 
resumed  at  an  early  date. 

The  statistical  details  of  the  work  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  are  presented 
in  the  following  pages.  To  the  energy  and  generosity  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  in  providing  the  necessary  funds  for  the  conduct  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  commendation  must  be  ungrudgingly  extended,  as  their  task  was 
particularly  difficult  during  the  past  year  with  its  urgent  and  numerous 
demands  on  philanthropic  instincts. 
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WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY  IN  1917-1918. 

Relief  Work. 

In  the  period  October  1st,  1917  to  December  31st,  1918  the  Society,  in  the 
two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,896  cases.  The  number  of  births 
was  6,719.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according 
to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  72,082,  of  which  49,862 
were  reported  by  physicians  and  22,201  by  midwives.  The  Society 
cared  for  over  9%  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  in  the  borough, 
and  more  than  13%  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,593.  In  the  Out 
Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,208,  the  number  treated 
2,975,  the  number  of  confinements  2,709.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  5,385,  the  number  received  treatment  4,921 
and  the  number  of  confinements  4,010.  The  ambulance  service  brought 
to  the  hospital  494  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked 
to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-door  Department  and  the 
Sub-station  for  the  period  covered  by  this  Report  has  been  $368,218.83, 
including  the  Private  Pavilion  ($57>364.32),  as  stated  in  the  itemized 
statement  of  expenses.

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Charter  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxiii.  Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remson,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersly,  John  Charl¬ 
ton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and 
others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum 
for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  pro¬ 
cure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of 
their  confinement  in  child-bed*,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  carry 
into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  therefore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly.  That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  con¬ 
stituted  and  declared,  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the  name  of  “The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
New  York”  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have 
continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatso¬ 
ever;  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors,  by  the  name  of  “The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  New  York,”  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
corporation.  Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building  and 
such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mort¬ 
gaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  immediate 
accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage, 
and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors, 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same, 
and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  years. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said 
subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald 
Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  And¬ 
rew  Hamersly ,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey 
J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall  be 
made  at  the  hour  and  place,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  governors;  that 
the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one* thousand  and  eight  hundred, 
shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
of  which  election,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors 
for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among  the  said  governors 
(so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
annual  elections  are  made  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen 
that  an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when  pursuant 
to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that 
cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any 
other  day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  e?iacted.  That  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power,  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper  touching  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estates  and  effects,  of  the  said  corpora¬ 
tion,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  cor¬ 
poration,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes,  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  instituted; 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary,  house  pupils,  matron, 
stewards,  nurses  and  servants,  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  said 
institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capital 
stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the  board, 
to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one,  provided  also,  that  such 
by-laws,  lules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  the  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual  elec- 
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tion  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from  their 
number,  a  president,  vice-president,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that 
the  officers  thus  elected,  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective 
offices  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  four  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical 
aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly 
and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

Chapter  Jf.68,  Laws  of  1897. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  entitled  “An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York."  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election 
of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 
Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  passed 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe 
to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  corporation 
provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers 
are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof, 
in  such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  society; 
and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  sa.id 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

Of  the 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  by  ballot  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  governors,  from  the  members  of  the  Society, 
thirteen  governors  who  shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  con¬ 
cerns  of  said  corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  the  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any  Stated  Meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being 
duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  anv  person 
so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor 
of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he  shall 
have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 


CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any  com¬ 
mittee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  Annual

Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for  the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in 
Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of  necessary 
expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  proposed 
for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacan¬ 
cies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 

Board. 

4.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary,  may, 
on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of 
satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends  on 
all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 

meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended.  • 
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4.  The  secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  of 
the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions  to 
the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority  of  the 
said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of  Gover¬ 
nors. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  selected 
by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer  when 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  buildings 
and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Superintendent, 
and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same.  At  their 
succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are 
duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Superintendent  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expected  for  all  running  expenses 
during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes  for 
the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

CHAPTER,  VIII. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such 
and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  and  to  conduct  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  elect 
other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  No'  Surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  ac¬ 
cept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any  patient  in  the  Wards 
or  Out-Patient  Department. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

1.  Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society’s  Hospital  as  follows:  By  a 
payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  payment  of 
$3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed 
may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such 
rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the 
Governors,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted  upon 
until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted  pro¬ 
vided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by-laws 
of  the  Society  are  repealed.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

From  March  1st  to  November  1st,  1918. 

The  reports  for  this  year  are  only  for  the  work  for  eight  months,  be¬ 
cause  it  seemed  advisable  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies’  Auxili¬ 
ary  to  make  our  fiscal  year  conform  more  nearly  to  that  of  the  hospital, 
so  that  in  including  our  report  with  theirs  (which  of  course  is  an  immense 
advantage  to  us.)  they  could  be  given  a  really  “up-to-date”  report.  Con¬ 
sequently  the  Constitution  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  has  been  changed  so 
that  the  fiscal  year  closes  at  the  end  of  October  and  our  annual  meeting 
is  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  December  instead  of  the  first  Thursday 
in  March. 

During  the  summer — as  the  reports  of  our  Committees  will  show — 
the  Auxiliary  has  been  hard  at  work.  There  has  not  been  any  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  babies  that  we  have  had  to  take  care  of,  but,  during  the 
weeks  of  the  influenza,  many  of  the  cases  that  should  have  been  looked 
after  in  their  own  homes  were  brought  to  the  hospital.  The  work  of  the 
trained  nurses  has  proved  of  very  great  value,  and  it  is  our  aim  that  this 
next  year  we  shall  still  further  increase  the  pre-natal  work,  which  of  course 
makes  our  duties  in  the  after-care  very  much  easier. 

Also  we  are  now  hoping  to  be  able  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  material 
in  the  clothing  made,  as  of  course  there  will  now  be  more  wool  released 
by  the  Government,  which  may  permit  “real  wool  flannel”  coming  within 
our  reach  again.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  I. 

OF  THE  LADIES’  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING- 

IN  HOSPITAL 

The  work  of  Committee  I  is  to  give  advice  and  pre-natal  instruction 
to  all  women  making  application  to  enter  the  hospital,  and  to  give  as¬ 
sistance,  when  needed,  to  patients  leaving  the  hospital.  Our  agent  in¬ 
terviews  each  woman.  A  card  is  made  out  with  the  name,  address, 
nationality,  whether  married  or  single,  if  married,  husband’s  business, 
an  1  wages  received. 

Instruction  is  given  as  to  the  proper  care  to  be  taken  in  the  months 
preceding  confinement;  cleanliness,  moderate  exercise,  simple  and  nourish¬ 
ing  diet,  plenty  of  fresh  air,  well-ventilated  rooms  etc. 

When  the  women  are  admitted  to  the  hospital,  our  Agent  visits  them 
in  the  wards  and  finds  out  if  they  need  assistance.  She  communicates 
with  the  various  societies  whose  work  it  is  to  help  such  cases,  and,  when 
visitors  come  to  the  hospital,  interviews  the  patients  and  makes  such  ar¬ 
rangements  as  are  necessary  for  their  relief. 

Assistance  is  also  given  to  women  returning  to  their  own  homes;  rent 
is  paid,  groceries  provided,  and  clothing  given  in  destitute  cases. 

From  February  26th,  1918  to  November  18th,  1918  our  Agent  interviewed 
and  gave  instruction  in  pre-natal  cases  to  1701  women.  Of  the  patients 
leaving  the  hospital  and  needing  assistance: 

25  were  referred  to  the  State  Aid  Association 

9  to  the  Jewish  Council 

2  to  the  Slavonic  Home 

4  to  the  Salvation  Army 

22  to  the  Guild  of  the  Infant  Saviour 

2  to  the  Foundling  Asylum 

3  to  the  Catholic  Association 

All  single  girls,  widows  and  deserted  wives  are  reported  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Charities. 

Committee  I  provides  plants  for  the  Solarium  and  Roof  Garden. 

On  February  26th  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  of  $78.58.  On  May 
28th  we  received  $100  from  the  Treasurer.  We  have  expended  $104.74, 
and  have  on  hand  a  balance  of  $73.84.

REPORT  OF  OUT  PATIENT  NURSING  DEPARTMENT 

OF  THE  LADIES’  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE 

LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 

From  February  to  November  1918. 

Our  staff  consists  of  Miss  Barton,  head  nurse,  with  two  assistants — 
Airs.  Furman  and  Aliss  Berry.  Three  scrub-women  are  also  employed. 
Our  plan  of  work  is  as  follows: 
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The  names  and  addresses  of  all  women  delivered  in  their  homes  by  the 
doctors  of  the  hospital  are  reported  to  us  immediately  and  a  nurse  and 
a  scrub-woman  are  sent — sometimes  together — sometimes  following  each 
other — to  see  that  both  the  patient  and  her  rooms  are  taken  care  of. 
There  are  many  cases  in  which  our  help  is  hardly  needed,  as  the  patient 
will  have  provided  for  someone  to  do  this  work  herself,  but,  in  many  cases, 
without  our  help  there  would  be  no  one  to  give  nursing  care  or  to  have 
the  rooms  cleaned. 

In  addition,  we  visit,  as  much  as  we  can  with  the  limited  staff  at  our 
command,  the  prospective  mothers  in  order  to  advise  them  in  regard  to 
their  diet,  personal  care,  the  work  they  should  and  should  not  do,  and  the 
preparations  necessary  for  the  baby.  These  visits  of  course  are  not  only 
a  help  to  the  mother,  but  of  great  assistance  to  us  in  our  further  care  when 
the  baby  comes,  as  we  then  know  the  conditions  of  the  case. 

During  the  past  nine  months  we  have  made,  in  all,  443  pre-natal  visits. 
In  addition,  3262  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses,  and  1512  new  cases  were 
cared  for. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  cleaning  women,  who  have  worked 
diligently  and  co-operated  in  all  ways  possible  (especially  during  .the 
epidemic  of  influenza)  by  aiding  the  sick  where  whole  families  were 
stricken.  They  have  given  out  judiciously  1121  sewed  articles  and  245 
unsewed  articles. 

We  would  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that,  during  the  epidemic,  our 
nurses,  assisted  by  the  cleaners,  gave  such  wonderful  care  that  we  did 
not  lose  a  case. 

Owing  to  the  increased  wages  demanded  by  the  paid  workers  in  the 
district,  there  are  few  employed;  consequently  it  has  increased  the  amount 
of  work  done  by  our  cleaners. 

The  following  gives  an  idea  of  the  type  of  cases  nursed  and  visited  by 
the  nurses  in  this  Committee: 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  53  Henry  Street.  Woman  eight 
months  pregnant.  Husband  had  sprained  arm  six  weeks  previous.  Hand 
and  arm  very  painful  at  time  of  visit.  Their  only  source  of  income  is 
the  mother  caring  for  year  old  child  of  friend.  No  food  in  house  when 
nurse  arrived.  Gave  food  on  two  occasions.  Reported  to  A.  I.  C.  P., 
which  organization  provided  relief. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  434  East  13th  Street.  Woman 
eight  months  pregnant  and  having  pain ;  had  sent  for  doctor  who  reported 
the  woman  starving.  Husband  a  lazy,  worthless  type,  feigning  illness, 
abusive  in  his  treatment  of  wife.  Gave  food  and  provided  shoes  for 
children.  Referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  Very  grateful  for  aid. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  605  East  13th  Street.  Patient 
mother  of  four  children,  two  of  them  at  Preventorium.  Husband  tuber¬ 
cular  and  unable  to  work.  Patient  herself  quite  emaciated.  Assisted 
with  clothes  for  baby  and  mother;  also  food;  and  co-operated  with  Hebrew 
Charities,  which  organization  sent  patient  to  the  country,  caring  for  hus¬ 
band  during  her  absence. 

Temporary  relief  afforded  family  at  620  East  17th  Street.  Patient^a 
mother  of  five  children,  having  lost  her  husband  three  weeks  ago,  a  victim 
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of  influenza.  Assisted  with  food,  and  clothing  for  baby,  giving  case  over 
to  Charity  Organization  Society.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  III. 

OF  THE  LADIES’  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OFTHE  LYING- 

IN  HOSPITAL 

March  1st  to  Novermber  18th,  1918. 

The  Clothing  Committee  which  consists  of  Mrs.  P.  W.  Pennoyer, 
Chairman,  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton,  Vice  Chairman,  begs  to  report  that: 

Since  March  1st  we  have  had  made  4,906  garments.  573  of  these  were 
given  through  Committee  I  to  patients  leaving  the  hospital,  and  1156 
were  given  to  Committee  II  for  its  work  among  the  Out-Patients. 

There  have  been  1718  garments  made  for  use  in  the  wards  from  material 
supplied  by  the  hospital  and  146  sent  by  Mrs.  W.  P.  Hamilton  to  Tuxedo 
Park  Hospital  for  the  babies  born  there  during  the  influenza  epidemic. 
We  have  also  supplied  446  unsewed  garments,  such  as  binders  and  baby- 
bands.  This  makes  a  total  of  4004  garments  distributed  from  March 
1st  to  November  18,  1918. 

We  have  on  hand  3879  sewed  garments;  and  of  our  appropriation  of 
$850.00  we  have  a  balance  of  $372.27.

REPORT  OF  BABIES’  CLASS 

LADIES  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 

HOSPITAL 

November  1st,  1917  to  November  1st,  1918. 

Perhaps  the  ladies  would  be  interested  in  hearing  a  little  about  the 
manner  in  which  the  Babies’Class  for  the  Fifth  Floor  has  worked  up  from 
a  small  class  to  a  large  and  successful  one,  so  I  am  sending  you  a  few  figures 
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to  read  at  the  meeting  if  you  think  best.  I  begin  with  November  1917 
because  that  is  the  time  I  returned  to  the  Hospital  and  we  commenced 
the  reorganization  of  this  part  of  the  Class.  In  my  opinion  the  best  thing 
we  have  ever  done  is  the  follow-up  work.  This  puts  us  in  touch  with  the 
mothers  and  babies  as  soon  as  they  leave  the  hospital,  before  they  had  have 
time  to  begin  poor  feeding,  bad  hygiene  or  habits  for  the  baby.  It  gives 
the  babies  a  right  start  from  the  first  when  they  need  it  the  most,  and  in 
their  own  homes  where  the  mothers  can  be  shown  how  to  make  the  most 
of  their  own  utensils  and  surroundings. 

Our  second  nurse  for  home  visiting  was  given  to  us  the  middle  of  April 
and  it  was  not  until  then,  that  we  could  have  as  much  follow-up  work  done 
as  we  thought  was  needed.  You  will  note  that  May  was  our  best  month 
at  the  Class;  the  mothers  responded  at  once  to  the  nurse's  suggestion  that 
they  should  bring  their  babies  back  once  in  two  weeks  for  a  thorough 
examination  and  weighing.  All  this  was  in  accord  with  the  work  being 
done  by  the  Children’s  Bureau  in  Washington.  We  think  it  is  more 
important  to  keep  the  babies  from  getting  ill  than  to  treat  them  when 
actually  sick,  and  the  Government  agrees  with  us. 

We  have  foundrit  best  to  have  each  nurse  attend  two  classes  each  week, 
one  for  babies  from  each  ward  floor,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  make  calls 
in  the  homes.  When  this  is  done  the  mothers  get  to  know  the  nurse 
both  at  home  and  in  the  Hospital  and  she  has  more  authority  over  them 
than  if  she  simply  saw  them  in  one  of  the  two  places.  It  also  seems  fairer 
for  the  nurse  to  divide  the  work  in  this  way,  rather  than  to  give  one  all 
the  home  calls  and  the  other  all  the  Class  work,  in  fact,  I  doubt  if  one  nurse 
could  stand  doing  all  visiting  work,  as  the  tax  on  her  strength  would  bo 
very  great.  It  also  gives  each  set  of  doctors  a  chance  to  have  the  more 
experienced  nurse  on  one  class  day,  and  the  new  nurse  on  the  other  day. 
The  more  experienced  nurse  takes  the  days  when  the  classes  are  apt  to 
run  larger. 

The  milk  question  has  been  and  still  is  a  very  serious  problem  for 
the  poor.  In  some  cases  we  have  been  obliged  to  resort  to  a  brand  of 
dry  milk  for  a  time  at  least,  as  it  is  impossible  to  get  pure  fresh  milk  in 
some  of  the  localities  without  paying  a  higher  price  than  the  patients 
can  afford.  We  have  kept  nearly  all  of  our  emergency  fund  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  and  it  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  poor  mothers.
